Mr. Murray 
further informed me that he reviewed the March 16 meeting notes with Counsel for PPC 
and specifically discussed the contributions of the additional meeting attendees, namely 
John Murray, Jerry Rice and myself, toward the methods and apparatus claimed in the 
application and that Counsel concluded that my contributions warranted being added as a 
named inventor.
